RETURNS PRAYER BOOK. 


Thomas Connelly got rite with his God 
yeeterday. 

Thomas Connelly has been dead more than 
a year. He was 72 years old, a ragged, un- 
kempt wanderer when he died on the way 
to the county hospital, a year ago last Janu- 
ary. Thomas Connelly was known as just 
another of those lonely old men that live in 
the Van Buren and Clark street lodging 
houses. 

Thomas Connelly lived and died alone. The 
memory of a woman with braun hare and 
blue eyes and a stolen prayer book, were 
his only companions, Thomas Connelly 
used to put that prayer book under his head 
in the foul smelling op every night. 
Then he would dream of the woman “ with 
the braun hare and the blue eyes.” He 
would remember the money and jewelry he 
stole from her twenty years ago. Thomas 
Connelly never could forget that. 


Find the Woman with “Braun Hare.” 

For the love of God, father,“ wrote Thom- 
as Connelly just before he died, find her for 
me, father, and give her the money sewed in 
my clothes.” 

A woman whose braun hare ” has turned 
to white and whose kindly blue eyes tell of 
the long years of honesty, sat in Judge Cut- 
ting s courtroom and told in a kindly way of 
the robbery of her Jewelry and scant savings 
on the Sth of May, in the year 1891. John F. 
Devine, public administrator, will pay the 
woman, Mrs. Anna Jane Gallagher McCat- 
ley of Escanaba, Mich., $1,347.84—the value 
of the jewelry and money with accumulated 
interest. 

But thie story is about Thomas Connelly 
and the way he got “rite” with his God, 
His letter tells that denz better than any one 
elne could. 

The letter was . to the Rev. 
Francis X. Barth, pastor of St. Patrick's 
Roman Catholic church at Escanaba, Mich. 


Letter Tells the Story.

In addition to the $1,347.84 in Connelly’s 
pockets, a bunch of safety deposit box keys 
wers found. In a box at the Central Safety 
Deposit company was a bank book showing 
$1,719.49 in the Hibernian bank. Another 
book showed $634.31 deposited in Northern 
Trust company, and two dividend checks 
from the defunct Globe Savings bank for 
$84.32 each. 

Connelly was a yardman for thirty years 
at the Palmer house. At the time of the 
robbery Mrs. McCauley was employed as a 
maid in the home of Mra. George Eddy, Lin- 
coln and Adame streeta. The Eddys now live 
at 5852 Sheridan road. Mr. Eddy is presi- 
dent of the R. M. Eddy Foundry company.

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POPE’S CONDITION 
MUCH IMPROVED 
Physician Says He May Recov- 


“tr if His Rigid Rules Are 
Followed. 


FEVER DROPS RAPIDLY. 


ROME, April 14.—The pope has rallied ina 
wonderful manner from the serious attack 
from which he suffered yesterday. He ap- 
peared to be on the point of death last night, 
but the physicians’ reports tonight indicate 
that the danger point, for thé present at least. 
has been passed. 

Dr. Amici paid a visit te the sickroom late 
tonight. Although the pope's temperature 
had increased slightly, the general condition 
was satisfactory. Dr. Amici administered 
a heart stimulant, and shortly afterward the 
pope went to sleep. : 

Prof. Marchiafava tonight repeated his 
assurances that if prudence were exercised 
the pope would recover. He said his examina- 
tion of the chest showed that the inflamma- 
tion, which yesterday was marked on the 
left side, was actually diminishing, while the 
bronchia! sounds were less noticeable. 


Improvement Begins at Dawn. 

The improvement in the pope's condition 
began at about dawn. At 9 o'clock his prog- 
ress was such that the attending physicians 
gave out the following reassuring bulletin: 

HI holinesa passed a tranquil night. The 
bronchial symptoms are reassuring. Tem- 
perature, 0. The general condition is good.“ 

The pope rested quietly during the fore- 
noon, but tthe physicians at that time were 
somewhat concerned about his increasing 
weakness. His heart, however, showed no 
symptoms of valvular lesion this morning. 

In the micdle of the day the pope had a 
short sleep almost uninterrupted by cough- 
ing. His temperature had decreased and 
was slightly above 98 degrees; his pulse was 
and his respiration 26. 


Following this improvement Prof. Marchia- 


fava allowed the pontiff's nephew to enter 
the room. There was an affecting scene. The 
frail and aged pontiff and the young and 
robust priest embraced tenderly, the latter 
being unable to restrain his emotion at find- 
ing the pope so changed physically. 
Toward evening the pope was able to take 
some nourishment, and he showed much in- 
terest in what wae happening about him. At 
that time there had come a considerable 
amelioration in the bronchial symptoms, 
which was evidenced by easier breathing and 
freedom for long periods from cough. 


Adverse Rumors Are Heard. 

Despite the optimistic tene of tne official 
bulletins, it is believed by some that the 
pope’s Iliness ts not following a favorable 
course. Rumors are heard that the patient 
suffers from suffocating paroxyame of what 
are called bronchial asthma, to allay which 
antiseptic inhalations are frequently used.

BRUSSELS, April 14.—-The great strike of 
workingmen in Belgium to force the govern- 
ment to grant manhood suffrage began qui- 
etly today, and at nightfall it was estimated 
that 200,000 men throughout the country had 
quit work. P 

This number is at least 100,000 short of the 
Socialistic predictions, and the Clericalist 


pitiable flasco.”’ 

Nevertheless the strike has shown greater 
strength than was expected by impartial ob- 
servers, and because of the fact that the 
numbers increased as the day advanced it is 
generally believed the strikers will be rein- 
forced by several thousands tomorrow. 


Strike Shy of Violence. 

The strike thus far has been marked by 
neither disturbances nor any special incon- 
veniences to the general public here. The 
gas, electric, and street cleaning services, 
and the street cars and railroads are in oper- 
ation as usual, but Brussels merchants say 
trade is at a standstill. 

The city is full of children of the provincia! 
strikers, who are being cared for by the fam- 
ilies of Liberals. 

The only act of “ sabotage’ occurred in a 
suburb, where three big machines in a leath- 
er factory were damaged. 

Brussels is not an industrial center. There 
are about 50,000 workmen here, of whom 
less than 20,000 are out. 


Steamship Companies Active. 

At Antwerp the comparatively small num- 
ber of strikers is explained by the fact that 
the steamship companiés have been diverting 
so much business from that port in anticipa- 
tion of trouble that there is little work to do. 

It is expected that the number of strikers 
there will be considerably augmented tomor- 
row, although the Clerical Workmens’ unions 
are striving hard to break the strike by offer- 
ing a bonus of 2 francs daily to every man 
working after the first week 
The forces of the strikers at Ghent were 
increased this afternoon and at nightfall 
there were 9,150 on strike out of 30,000. 

Twenty strikers were arrested at Charleroi 
for interfering with workers. The total num- 
ber on strike in that city is 60,000 out of 79,000 
employés in the various trades. 


Work at Liege Ceases. 

Work at Liege and the surrounding sub- 
urbs ceased this morning in the greater num- 
ber of the industrial concerns. It is esti- 
mated that only 1,400 workmen remained at 
their machines. In the national arms fac- 
tory at Herstal the strike was complete. All 
the coal miners in the Liege district have 
stopped work. 

Of the 35.000 coal miners in the Mons dis- 
trict all have quit their work except 2,000, 
who are keeping the machinery running. All 
the machine shops, potteries, and other fac- 
tories are idle, while at Quievrain there was 
a complete shutdown. Half the workmen 
there have gone over the frontier into France 
to find temporary occupation. 

The strike at La Louviere was general. All 
the factories closed their doors except a 
pottery. The street cars were operated as 
usual. Some attempts were made early to- 
day to cut telegraph wires in that vicinity.

STRIKE ENDS TWINE INDUSTRY 


International Harvester Co. Car- 
ries Out Threat to Close Mill. 


WILL MOVE TO GERMANY. 


Pickets Prevent Return.of Workers; 
Mechanics Dismantle Machinery. 


Auburn, N. V., April 14.—[Special.}—Carry- 
ing out its ultimatum that unless its strik- 


isfactory settlement of the present labor 
difficulty was reached the mills would be 
permanently closed down, the International 
Harvester company today announced the 
cfose of its twine mill and its purpose to 
dismantle the machirie’y for shipment to 
Neuss, Germany. 

The announcement of the closing of the in- 
dustry came near noon after 100 strike pick- 
ets had prevented 500 workers from return- 
ing to work. Only sixty wicht employés 
struggied through the lines of militia guard- 
ing the plant. Then the closing order was 


posted. 


In reply to an inquiry for a positive state- 
ment as to the future of the big industry 
General Manager Alexander Legg said: 
“We have shut down permanently here. 
The machinery will be shipped at once. The 
machinists are now taking it apart.” 


Strikers Hold Threat a Bluff. 
The strikers, evidently regarding the com- 
pany’s threat as a bluff, continued to jeer 
after the whistle blew, and marched away 
laughing when the militia announced the mill 
was closed. 

The decision to remove its mill was assailed 
in a statement tonight by John Golden, inter- 
national president of the United Textile 
Workers of America. He declared the com- 
pany’s attitude has been arrogant and un- 
just towards its employés, the citizens of 
Auburn, the state board of mediation and 
arbitration, and the American people. 

The departure of the industry will leave 675 
operatives idle. 


Strike Battle Ends in Tragedy. 

Mamaroneck, N. Y., April 14.—One man wae 
killed, another was mortally wounded, and 
several others injured in a battle here today 
between the police and several hundred 
striking track déaborers on the New Haven 
railroad. Five strikers are under arrest. 

Four hundred strikers, marohing in a col- 
umn, engaged fifty policemen in hand to 
hand conflict. The police at the command of 
Chief of Police O’Neil drew their revolvers 
and fired. The strikers retreated, taking 
their wounded with them. Only the man 
killed was left behind. 

The strikers are members of the Laborers’ 
International Union of America and were 
making the rounds of manufacturing plants 
driving off the laborers when employers re- 
fused to grant an increase in wages and a 
shorter working day.

Letter Smuggled Out of Fortress Tells 
Minneapolis Man They Are Captives 
of Federal Troops. 


Minneapolis, Minn., April 14.—Three former 
Minneapolismen, graduates of the University 
of Minnesota, are held prisoners by federal 
troops in a Mexican fortress as prisoners of 
war, according to a letter received by Nor- 
man B. Roberts of this city today. They are 
Arthur R. Barke, Harold L. Downing, ané 
Ralph Clawson. The letter was written by 
Mr. Downing and smuggled through the lines 
by bribing a Mexican boy. 

The three men were engaged in business in 
San Diego, Cal. and while Clawson was on 
a business trip in Mexico two months ago he 
was captured by bandits. He succeeded in 
getting word to his friends in San Diego and 
they set out to secure his release, which they 
claim was done by bribery. Later they were 
captured by federals and held on a charge of 
stealing a horse.

TRYING TO CLOUD ISSUE? 


Another Resolution Suspected of 
Being Attempt to Handi- 
cap Work. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Springfield, III., April 14.—[Special.]—The 

Butts house resolution providing forrimmedi- 
ate investigation of the million dollar voting 
machine deal in Chicago seems likely to have 
rapid and favorable treatment in the senate 
this week. It will not be surprising if the 
upper branch of the general assembly adopts 
the resolution without serious opposition on 
Wednesday. 
The going has beem made the easier for the 
resolution, apparently, by its open enemies. 
This is the sentiment of conservative senate 
leaders. One of them said tonight: 

I had not been disposed to take much in- 
terest in the matter until I heard some of the 
arguments which have been suggested, which 
are surprising to say the least. In view of 
the suggestions which have been made by. 
enemies of the Butts resolution, I now deem 
it my duty to use all of the force at my com- 
mand to secure a speedy effirmative action 
by the senate and sifting the case to the 
bottom.“ 

There are indications that the foes of the 
investigation are extending themselves to the 
limit to hold out Senate votes from the eup- 
port of the resolution when it reaches the 
senate and startling developments in the 
fight may come et any moment. 


Plan to Cloud Issue? 

Experienced hands in the legislative game 
say the Frank J. Ryan resolution which will 
come along as a special order in the house 
Wednesday morning was put up in the first 
place in the effort to becloud the voting ma- 
chine issue. This is the view of members 

o have no objection whatever to a gen- 
eral probe of everything in public utility 
and public board matters, if there is sincerity 
back of it. The Ryan resolution, at any rate, 
will enable several of the city hall represen- 
tatives here to make their records good while 
the limelight is on them. 

There appears to be considerable doubt as 
to what the Ryan resolution aims to ac- 
complish. When it was first offered Rep- 
resentative Ryan tried to get it in as an 
amendment to the original Butts resolution, 
but later it went in as a separate resolution. 
It did not say on its face, when it went to 
the clerk's desk, whether it is a house reso- 
lution or a joint resolution.

The clerk's record probably will show that 
it is a house resolution. If eo, the Ryan 
so called Lego resolution becomes ob- 
viously a farcical affair. It is admitted to 
be a physical imposisbility to even skim the 
surface of matters which Representative 
Ryan says he wants investigated in the 
fitervening time until sine die adjournment, 
and the inquisitorial body, which his reso- 
lution would create would perish in ite swad- 
dling clothes. A joint resolution, on the 
other hand, would create an inquiry which 
would mot die with this session. 
This angle of the situation has served to 
arouse the active progressive element in the 
senate, both Republicans and Democrats, to 
the bigness of the situation, and from what 
senate leaders say, the Buttes resolution will 
profit in the upper house by the enmity which 
has been aroused in a certain senate fac- 
tion.

Immediately follows this finding of the 
commission: The request of ex-Super- 
intendent Frank J. Ryan of the water pipe 
extension to withdraw his request for a 
hearing was allowed, and it is the decision 
of the commission that the bureau of en- 
gineering be sustained, and that Frank J. 
Ryan is discharged from the service of the 
city.” 

There is nothing in the minutes of the 
board during that year or the succeeding 
year showing that Ryan wae reinstated and 
that later he was permitted to resign, as he 
claims he did.

PLAN RULES OF THE SEA. 


Secretary Redfield Makes Answer to 
Query: “What Has Been Done!“ 


Washington, D. C., Apri) 14.—[{Special.j— 
The frightful lesson of the Titanic, which 
went down a year ago tomorrow, has not 
been lost upon the’federal government, 

This is evident in a long letter written 
by Secretary of Commerce Redfield to Sena- 
tor Fletcher of Florida. The letter was sent 
in reply to an inquiry by the senator as to 
what had been done in the year that has 
elapsed since the accident in the wey of pro- 
moting safety for life at sea, and particularty 
in regard to the calling of an international 
conference, as suggested by congress. 

Secretary Redfield says that after informe] 
consultation London has been decided upon 
as thé most suitable and convenient place far 
the holding of the conference of maritime 
nations. By common consent the Briti#h 
government will take the lead in determining 
the date of the conference, which probably 
will be late in the coming summer. 


Conference Called by Congress. 

This conference was called as the result 
of a joint resolution introduced in congrese 
by Chairman Alexander of the house mer- 
chant marine and fisheries committee a few 
days after the sinking of the Titanic. The 
object of the conference is for the maritime 
nations to agree upon rules and regulations 
for the safeguarding of life at sea. 

Secretary Redfield says preparations for 
the conference have advanced 80 far that 
the British government bas proposed an in- 
formal consultation in Landon in June or 
July between representatives of the tech- 
nical committees that work in Great Britain 
and experts who will be qualified to express 
with some precision the views obtaining in 
the United States. Mr. Redfield expresses 
confidence that congress at an early date will 
make available sufficient funds to enable the 
Untted States to participate in this prelim- 
inary conference. 


Time Limit on Titanic Suits. 

New York, April .14.—Tomorrow has been 
get as the last day on which claims against 
the Oceanic Steamship company, owners of 
the Titanic, can be filed in the United States 
District’ court for loss of life and property in 
the wreck of that vessel. Damages in excess 
of $12,000,000 already have been requested.

FACE NEW CHARGE 


/ Indictments Brought Against 


Four Ex-Inspectors for 
Conspiracy. 


GROW OUT OF SIPPS CASE. 


Alleged Accused Men Kept Hotel 
Owner from Grand Jury Dur- 
ing Graft Inquiry. 


New York, April 14.—[Special.]—The four 
men who had commanded the Hariem dis- 
trict as inspectors of police within the five 
year period prescribed by the statute of limi- 
tations up to the time when District Attor- 
ney Whitman's investigation in that district 
began, were indicted today on a charge of 
conspiracy in connection with an effort to 
keep George A. Sipp, former proprietor of 
the Baltic hotel, out of the state and away 
from the grand jury. 

Those indicted are: Dennis Sweeney, James 
E. Hussey, John J. Murtha, and James F. 
Thompson. 

The indictment handed up by the Supreme 
court grand jury to Justice Seabury today 
is a blanket indictment and charges the four 
former inspectors with a misdemeanor. 

Because the charge is a misdemeanor it 
is within the discretion of the court te say 
whether the four shall be tried together or 
separately. The district attorney will move 
for the trial of the four together on April 28, 
and ask for a special panel, probably 100 men. 


Hand Up Four Indictments. 

Capt. Walsh, Edward J. Newell, George A. 
Sipp, and Policeman Eugene Fox, had tésti- 
fied before thé grand jury on Friday. Newell 
was recalied today and-the grand jury hand- 
ed up the indictments at the close of its ses- 
sion about 1 o'clock, 

Inspector Sweeney and Inspector Murtha 
were arrested later by Detective A. Thomas. 

Sweeney pleaded not guilty before Justice 
Seabury and was released on his present bail, 
which is $15,000 on some thirteen former in- 
dictments. Murtha's pleading was adjourned 
until Wednesday. The court added 61.000 to 
hte present bail of $5,000 on one indictment 
and the additional bail was furnished imme- 
diately by a surety company. 

Inspectors Hussey and Thompson could not 
reach the Criminal Courts building until after 
court adjourned? for the day, so their arraign- 
ment was postponed until tomorrow morn- 
ing. Each is already under $5,000 bail on a 
bribery indictment. 


Charged with Conspiracy, 

The indictment found today charges the 
four ex-inspectore with conspiracy under the 
penal law, which makes it a misdemeanor 
for two or more persons to conspire to 
commit any act injurious to the public health, 
to public morals, or to trade or commerce, 
or for the perversion or obstruction of 
justice.”

The bianket indictment is of great value 
to the prosecutor because he will be able to 
introduce all his evidence of the plot to bribe 
George A. Sipp.

GOVERNOR ASKED TO ACT. 


Severe Penalty for 5 Cent Theft Is 
Condemned. 


Four women's organizations yesterday con- 
sidered the problem of Ollie Taylor, Atlanta 
(Ga.) boy, who was sentenced three years 
ago to spend ten years in the reform schoo] 
when he confessed he had stolen a 5 cent 
bottle of coca cola. 

In three of the organizations resolutions 
resenting the imprisonment of the boy and 
asking for the repeal of the law that sent 
him to prison were adopted. In the other 
club—the Southern Woman's club—a similar 
resolution was prepared by a special com- 
mittee for presentation tothe board of direct- 
ors on next Thursday. 

The organizations passing the resolution 
without a dissenting vote were the Seventh 
District Illinois Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the North Eud club, and the Ravens 
wood Woman's club. 


Resolution Cites Injustice, 

The resolution was presented before the 
federation branch by Mrs. Charies H. Betts) 
president of the Cook County League of 
Clubs. It reads as follows: 

Whereas, Undef the Georgia law a 10 
year old boy named Ollie Taylor has 
been sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 
ment in a Georgia state reformatory for 
the trifling theft of a 5 cent bottle of 
coca cola; and 

Whereas, We are informed that under 
the laws of Georgia the courts of that 
state heve no discretion in cases of petty 
crimes committed by minors except to 
sentence the offenders to the chain gang 
or the state reformatory, and that all 
such comnfitments must be for the entire 
minority of the child; beit 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that such punishments. are 
deemed unjustifiably severe, and that 
this association use its influence to induce 
the governor of Georgia to pardon the 
said Ollie Taylor and to effect the repqal 
of this law; and be it. further 

Resolyed, That copies of this resolution 
be forwarded to hig’ excellency, John 
Slayton, govenor of Georgia, and to the 
president of the Georgia State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs with the request 
that the latter exert its influence to induce 
the legislature to repeal this law, 


Other Clubs Act. 

The resolution was formulated by Mra 
Willis Hutson. Mrs. Hutson presented a 
similar resdlution at the meeting of the North 
End Woman's club of 500 women which met 
at Edgewater Country club. _

Steel Rails on Free List. 

Steel rails, the especial output of the steel 
trust, which has sold them cheaper abroad 
than at home, are placed on the free list. 
There is no possibility of any competition in 
the United States, for the trust in this article. 
and if here where it is made difficult by the 
tax of 10 per cent on fish plates, which are 
used to hold the rafis together. 

In the Underwood bill, passed by the last 
congress and vetoed by the president, a duty 
of $3.92 a ton was placed by the Democrats 
on steel rails. It was deemed advisable, how- 
ever, for political purposes, to,deprive the 
trust of this protection. 

All agricultural implements are transferred 
to the free list. That there will be any com- 
petition as a result is to be doubted, in view 
of the recognized position of the harvester 
trust, not only in the American but the 
foreign market. Asa result of the action of 
the house caucus, shoe machinery was trans- 
ferred to the free list, which ina way 
equalizes the admission of boots and shoes 
without payment of duty. 

The original Underwood bill Imposed a duty 
of 15 per cent on structural iron and steel. 
Convinced that this protection was too high 
as a result of-an exposure made by Sena- 
tor Cummins of Iowa, it was reduced and 
stands at 12 per cent in the Wilson-Under- 
wood bill. 


Guards Against “Dumping.” 

In protecting American manufactures 
trom “ dumping the committee has provided 
them with possible protection. If it should 
be. discovered that a foreign producer has 
made a sale for export to the United States 
at a price less than the market price at home, 
the difference is to be added to the duty. For 
example, if a German firm should sell steel 
rails to an American railroad for less than 
he does in his own country the rails upon ar- 
rival here would pay a duty equal to the dif- 
ference. 

Taking the proposed schedule as a whole 
it unquestionably. makes heavy reductions 
on duties all along the line, except in the 
case of automobiles and similar luxuries. 

' Whether the cuts made will strike at the 
trusts is a matter experience only will 
demonstrate. The Singer sewing machine, 
or ſustance, which haa factories abroad, 
may find it more profitable to reduce their

Report of Bureau of Labor on 


Steel Industry Conditions 
Points Out Faults. 


NOT A “PHILANTHROPY.” 


Corporation Profits by Real Es- 
tate Boom; Rents High for 
Poor Workers. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. j 

Washington, D. C., April 14:—[Spectal. 1 
Gary, Ind., is far from being the model indus- 
trial community proclaimed by its steel trust 
founders, according to a report made public 
today by the department of labor. Most of 
the employés are badly housed, the report 
states, while the United States Steel corpora- 
tion has profited handsomely from the boom 
in real estate prices. 

The report constitutes the third volume of 
the results of the investigation of conditions 
of employment in the fron and steel in- 
dustry, conducted under the direction of Dr. 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor. It 
does not mention Gary by name in the chap- 
ter devoted to housing conditions, but there 


ve 


(Ee no doubt of the identity of the city, which 
Fee as Community F, great lakes 


Shows How Gary Was Built. 

All of the constructive work of the steel 
plant in this community,” says the report, 
“was completed within five years, and in 
order to have dwellings ready for the work- 
men by the time the plant was to be put 
in operation it was necessary for the steel 
company to take some part in the develop- 
ment of the town. Under the laws of the 
state it was necessary to organize special 
subsidiary corporations to handle the real 
estate and to furnish heat, Nght, and water. 

In the planning and building of this city 
everything was subordinated to the steel 
plant. The steel plants which have already 
been erected stretch along the lake front 
for several miles, without a break which 
would allow the people to get to the water 
front. There is consequently no park on 
the water front and no possibility fer one 
within reasonable reach of the city. 


Tells Conditions in Steel City. 

“In many ways this community is pos- 
gessed of great advantages. While the city 
is laid out entirely on the rectangular sys- 
tem and euffers in appearance tt ereby, it 
profits greatly from the fact that a definite 
town plan was followed from the start. The 
city is well paved, well drained, and is pro- 
vided with a lighting and watér system. The 
schools are well housed and thoroughly 
equipped. 

“As a result of the rapid growth of the 
town real estate prices have advanced great- 
ly, and this has affected the rates of rental. 
The chief beneficiary of this rapid increase of 
land values has been the above mentioned 
land company, which owns all the land in the 


immediate neighborhood of the steei plant. 


High Rentals Follow Boom. 

The result of the high real estate prices 
and rentals has been that a large part of 
the population, particularly the unskilled la- 
borers, are living a long distance from the 
plant in poor and badly crowded accommo- 
dations. 

The semi-skilled workman who desired 
and could afford a four room cottage at from 
$8 to $10 a month finds he cannot get what 
he wants at leas than $12 to $16. The un- 
skilled workman can afford nothing except 
poorly builband much congested quarters at 
some distance from the plant. The skilled 
workmen can get good ac odations, but 
the high rent brings his earnings down to a 
lower sum than he can, get in the other 
‘steel towns to which he is accustomed. 

“The land company has profited greatly 
from the rapid appreciation of real estate and 
from the high rents. The heat, light. and 
water company has profited largely from the 
high rates charged for gas, water, and elec- 
tric lights. ~ N 

Efficient Staff Costs Dearly. 

“It is doubtful, however, even from a finan- 
cial standpoint, whether the profits of these 
companies have compensated for the great 
difficulties under which the operating offi- 
clals of the steel company have labored ip 
attempting to create an efficient and stable 
force to operate the plant. 

“As an instance of the conditions under 
which. the common laborers in this com- 
munity live may be mentioned the condi- 
tions existing in a story and a half wooden 
building which was originally constructed 
as a police and fire station. On the first 
floor were two rooms, in each of which there 


were crowded sixteen beds arranged in two 
roms, with a narrow walk between. Upstairs 


there was a small room which contained six 
beds. The boarding house boss stated that 
two men slept in each bed and that each man 
paid him 75 cents per week for lodging. 

were consequently living in the three rooms 
of this small building seventy-six laborers, 
who paid to the landlord $57 per week, or $247 
per month, for sleeping place in this house, 
which rented for only $25 per month.” 


Some Work Seven Days a Week. 

The report states that more than 15 per cent 
of the employés in the industry as a whoie 
and 80 per cent of the blast furnace men 
Work seven days a week. While the number

Financier Lies on Crest of 
Cedar Hill Cemetery in 
Hartford, Conn. 


FLOWER TOWER ON GRAVE 


Boyhood Home of Banker Holds 
All Flags at Half Mast 
in His Honor. 


Hartford, Conn., April 14.—The body of J. 
P. Morgan is at rest. It was buried today on 
the crest of Cedar Hill cemetery, the sixth 
of the house of Morgan to find resting place 
there. 

His grave is to the west of the great monu- 
ment of red granite that marks the family 
plot. To the east lies his father, Junius Spen- 
cer Morgan, his mother, and a brother who 
died in boyhood. To the north are the graves 
of his grandparents, Joseph and Sarah. Like 
the others, the grave of the newcomer will be 
marked by a small brown headstone, in- 
scribed John Pierpont Morgan, 1836-1913.” 

In lieu of a headstone there towers tonight 
a monument « flowers, masses of roses, 
lilies, orchids, ferns, and cedar bougha, 
heaped in a huge pyramid over the grave. 

Hartford, the financier’s birthplace, had its 
flags at half mast when the seven car funeral 
train, manned wtih a crew that had operated 
Mr. Morgan's special trains during his life, 
arrived shortly after 2 o clock. bearing seven- 


ty-five mourners. 
Great Crowds in Streets. 


An immense crowd was at the station and 
crowds packed the sidewalks three deep as 
the funeral party drove through the streets 
of the city, three and a half miles to the 
cemetery. The route led by the little red 
brick house in which the financier was born, 
which was draped today in black, and by the 
great marble memorial building recently 
erected by Mr. Morgan in honor of his father, 
its door hanging with a mourning wreath. 

There were more than fifty carriages in 
the procession, including those of the mayor 
of Hartford, the Rev. Charles A. Goodwin, a 
cousin of Mr. Morgan, and other distin- 
guished citizens of the city. Two large auto- 
mobile trucks carried the flowers. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE IW PARIS. 

PARIS, April 14.—An impressive service to 
the memory of J. Pierpont Morgan was held 
in the American Church of Holy Trinity 
today. The edifice was draped with black 
cloth lined with silver.

There, from 
the marks of the muddy feet, the officers be- 
lieve, he lined the children up in front of the 
bed. 


Kills Eldest Daughter First. 

Moschner drew a revolver and fired at his 
elder daughter, Bie. The bullet entered 
the head near the left ear, causing instant 
death. 

The other children evidently broke from the 
room. The body of Ernest, the youngest 
child, was found crumpled on the floor of a 
closet in the front room of the same floor. 
The shot had entered the left side of the 
head just below the temple. 

Myrtle aged 11, and Norman, aged 8. fled 
downatairs. There Myrtle sought vain ref- 
uge in « closet, but the maddened father’s 
unetring aim brought her down just as she 
stumbled over the threshold. 

From appearances, only one of the children 
had any chance for self-defense. Norman, 
the older boy, was found in the coal bin, his 


} torn clothes and a blood spattered club de- 


sides him giving mute evidence of a brave but 
‘futile etrugete. 


Covers Bodies; Kills Himself. 

Moschner then retraced his steps, first cov- 
ering up Norman's body with rags and 
boards. Halting at the closet on the first 
floor he covered Myrtie’s body. Then enter- 
ing his bedroom he drew a sheet over Elsie's 
form as it lay on the bed, and, standing be- 
side her, sent a bullet into his brain, caus- 
ing instant death. 

Two hours later Mra. Moschner came home. 
Missing the sounds of the children's voices 
and noticing the overturned furniture she 
rushed upstairs to her husband's room and 
found his body and Elsie’s. She fell ina 
dead faint, and when she’ recovered ran 
shrieking out of the house to call her neigh- 
bors. 


Slayer Had Been Sick Man. 

Moschner up to a short time ago had been 
a tuberculosis patient at the state hospital. 
Previously he had been employed as a baker 
for twenty-three years. 

When his health broke down he bought a 
delivery wagon and delivered bakery goods. 
When he grew too weak for this work, his 
wife took up the work. Brooding over his 
poor health, the police think, caused his mind 
to become unbalanced.

WORKING WOMEN; IDLE MEN. 

About 500,000 women work in New York 
City. Of these 100,000 are married and 
50,000 of the latter support husbands. On 
the face of it this looks like an indictment 
of American manhood. The superficial critic 
might jump to the conclusion that the Ameri- 
tan man is a drone, lazy, shiftless, a good 
for-nothing, hugging his rocking chair while 
his wife works to provide for herself and 
him. * 

In reality, however, these figures are not 
an indictment of our manhood, but of Indus- 
trial conditions and tendencies which, in 
many cases, induce or compe! discrimination 
against men in fa vor of woman. While 500, 
000 women and girls jam subways, eievs- 
tors, and cars in their rush for the shops 
and factories every morning, 300,000 men ia 
New York City and state are jobless. The 
New York department of labor bas just made 
public figures to that effect. Many of the 
50,000 husbands who are being supported 
by their wives probably would be found in 
the ranks of this army of unemployed men. 
Still others of the husbands who are being 
supported by their wives are probably vie- 
tims of industrial diseases or of the system 


| Which makes, or considers, a man of 40 old 


and refuses to employ him. It is a deplor- 
able fact that inmany mechanical trades the 
average period of a man's activity has been 
shortened to but fifteen years. 

The husband who is being supported by 
his wife is most often not to be scorned, but 
to be pitied. Too often we read of middle 
aged men who commit suicide because they 
have reached the age when industry no 
longer wants them, and they cannot bear to 
be a burden upon their wives and children, 
The underemployment of men and the over- 
employment of women form two of our 
ra vest national problems.

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GARBAGE ON THE SOIL. 

HIS method of garbage disposal is 
made use of frequently, but only be- 
cause the authorities do not know 
what to do and usually do not know 
how to go about finding out. Gener- 

ally speaking, this method develops as part 
of a contract system and is not community 
work. In such towns there are garbage col- 
lectors who charge from a quarter to a dol- 
lar a month to gather and dispose of the gar- 
bage of a resident. When asked what they 
do with the garbage they reply that they 
plow it into the gronnd. Sometimes they do; 
more frequently they put it on dumps. 
never have heard of a contractor burning 
this garbage. 


_— 

There is an idea that garbage has fer, 
tilizer value. As raw garbage, this waste 
harms the soil far more than it helps, even 
when the soil needs many of the chemicals 
contaired in the garbage. It sours the soil. 

Certainly there is never enough fertilizer 
value in it to pay for the expense of scatter- 
ing and plowing if the garbage. Plowing 
will not cover it deep enough to prevent the 
fly larve, with which garbage abounds, from 
burrowing to the eutface. 

On top of the inefficiency of this method is 
the fearful expensivenessof it. When what 
is paid for garbage collection by a house- 
holder during the year is compared with his 
taxes he finds that garbage is costing him 
about as much as he is paying for fire, po'ice, 
aud health protection and maybe more. Tue 
method has nothing to commend it. 


— 

Feeding to hogs.— The food value of gar- 
bage is much its greatest value. The only 
way devised in this country to get the food 
value from garbage is by hog feeding. 

In Denver, Colo., the profit from the hog 
feeding pays the cost of both collection and 
disposal. ~ In Worcester, Mass., it has occa- 
sionally done even better than that. 

In some cities the city pays the expense of 
collection and of the wagon baul, but the 
contractor pays the expense of the railroad 
haul. Thus we see that the financial advan- 
tage of disposal by hog feeding is great. 

The objections urged are that the hog 
pens are offensive and breed flies; that the 
hogs are sickly and may contract cholera and 
tuberculosis. Both cholera and tubercular 
hogs are prone to find their way to market. 
Many places now require that the garbage 
be cooked before being fed, This has al- 
ways caused the tuberculosis rate to drop, 
as shown by the government records, Chol- 
era is successfully prevented by vaccination. 

— 

The pens usually are a nuisance. A care - 
ful and cleanly contractor will prevent this. 
Many will not. 

Land isolated enough for hog feeding, yet 
accessible to the city, is hard to find. I ex- 
pect to see the faults of hog feeding correct- 
ed and that method of garbage disposal 
grow. There are communities to which it is 


well adapted. 


TOO MUCH MILK. 

W. D. H.. writes: “Our 11 months old 
boy intermittently passes in the morning am- 
monia-like smelling, strong urine. Is this 
common, or should it be corrected, and how? 
He is feeding on cow's milk. At what age 
should babies be given water to drink? 

REPLY. 

The condition is not common. It should be 
corrected. It results from too much milk and 
particularly from too much cream in the milk. 
A baby 11 months old should take water, broth, 
cereals, and fruit juice in addition to milk. Babies 
should be given some water from birth on.

It is hoped that, if there is any improve- 
ment later on, it may be possible to take the 
prince to Italy, where the gunny skies and 
the beautiful scenery may exercise a bene- 
ficial effect upon his neurasthenia.

The conditions under which chil- 
dren are given into the care of foster parents 
will be part of the investigation. 


Parents Kept. Away. 

The first. witness at the morning session 
was Mises Frances C. Shipman, superin- 
tendent of the Foundlings’ home at 15 South 
Wood street. She testified that parents, 
after they have once given their offspring 
into the care of the institution, cannot be 
permitted to visit the children later if in 
the meantime théy have become adopted, 

We investigate the moral and financial 
standing of the person who wants to adopt, 
but the child is not followed by our inatitu- 
tion,“ she said. The parents are not in- 
formed where they are, because they have 
given the child away and have no further 
claims to it. We do not intend to make 
trouble for the people who adopted the 
child.“ 


Reynolds on Stand. 

Another witness was Wilfred S. Reynolds, 
superintendent of the ILlilnois Children’s 
Home and Aid society. He was followed by 
Mise Jenny Mande! and Adolph Kurz, super- 
intendent and president of the Jewish Home 
Finding Societies.

roads? 

Perhaps the average householder may 
begin to see why roots and vegetables rot 
in the storage bins of Cook county farm- 
ers, or are dumped into waste piles, while 
people in Chicago go hungry or pay big 
prices for the same stuff, shipped in by 
rallroad from farms 100 or more miles 
away? 


e 
TH about thirty country roads 
leading into the city of Chicago, 

there are eight main highways over which 
passes most of the traffic. Not one of 
them is in anything like decent repair for 
anything like its whole length in Cook 
county. For several weeks, often a month 
or two, every year, each.of these is in al- 
most impassable conditiong, 

The spring duck hunter going out any- 
where within twenty miles of Chicago is 
almost certain ‘to find more trucks and 
heavily loaded wagons, stuck hub deep in 
the mud, than canvas backs and mallards 
en the wing. 

There are, perhaps, 1,600 miles of coun- 
try roads in Cook county, mostly bad 
some mich worse. Cook county is on a 


par with the rest of the state. 


Illinois ranks first in agriculture among 
the states, third in the wealth of its in- 
habitants, and twenty-fourth in the per- 
centage of its roads which are improved. 

— 
E prime cause of bad roads in the 
state and county is the crazy quilt, 
patchwork system under which they are 
supposed to be built and kept in order. 
For road purposes the state is divided into 
1,600 road districts, in each of which there 


. are three highway commissioners. 


Each commissioner has a nice little 
road district of his own, where he can 


patch, and tinker, and build, and repair 


just as he pleases, with little or no thought 
of what is going on in the surrounding dis- 
tricts. He may build three or four pieces 
of hard macadam road to join stretches 
of deep black mud at either end of his ter- 
ritory. 

He has, on the average, about 81.200 a 
year to spend, a good portion of which 
goes to pay. for his own more or less un- 
akilled services. 

The result is a vast ollection of mud - 
holes, strung like jewels on a broken and 
disjointed chain of short pieces of good 
road. 

The main country roads in Cook coun- 
ty, as elsewhere, run chiefly on the divi- 
sion lines ween the various townships. 
The highway commissioners whose dis- 
tricts touch these boundary lines are rare- 
ly allowed to spend much money in their 
improvement. The constituents of each 
commissioner insist that he spend their 
tax money where they will get all the 
benefit of it—that is, entirely inside their 
district. The result is that the main roads 
often get less attention than those which 
are less traveled. 

ee 
T these main highways are to be kept la 
permanent and continuous good condi- 
tion, it seems necessary that they be con- 


’ structed and maintained throughout their 


length by a single and central authority 
which shall have jurisdiction over the 
whole road. The 
legislature, covers this point and most of 
the other ancient and outworn features 
which make the present road system of 
Illinois a joke. . 

It provides for a system of main high- 
ways, the construction of which is aided 
by the state. Such roads are to be built 
under the direction of a state highway de- 
partment and maintained by the state. 
In a similar way minor but still important 
highways may be given, the aid of the 
county. 

The petty highway commissioners, who 
to the number of 5,000 swarm like ants 
over the black mud roads of the state, are 
abolished. Instead of three there is to be 
only one commissioner to each township.

HE people of Illinois are now taxed for 

road construction and maintenance to 
the Amount of $7,000,000 a year. . Only one 
state (New York) spends more on its 
highways. But nearly one-half the great 
fund is absolutely wasted. Most of the 
remainder is spent in making merely tem- 
porary repairs, year after year, on the 
same old mudholes and soft spots. 

Cook county farmers now tax them- 
selves about $400,000 a year for road pur 
poses. They have multiplied their con- 
tribution ten times in the last thirty years. 
Until this year the county board, acting 
for Chicago as well as the rest of the coun- 
ty, has annually appropriated only about 
$50,000 for bridges and country roads. 
This year the sum has been raised to 
$90,000, ; 

That, however, is only a beginning. Chi- 
cago automobile drivers furnish more than 
nalf the traffic on the main highways in 
Cook county. They destroy “even hard 
roads faster than any community of farm- 
ers can be expected to repair them.

CHICAGO TO HAVE LARGEST 
GAS MAKING PLANT IN WORLD. 


Peoples Company Plans to Spend $30,- 
000,000 on Structures That Will 
Spread Over 200 Acres in City Limits. 


Plans for the erection of a $30,000,000 gas 
manufacturing plant on a tract bounded by 
West Thirty-first street, the drainage canal, 
South Fortieth avenue, and the city limits 
are announced by the Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke company. The entire structure and its 
various annexes will constitute the largest 
plant of its kind in the world. It will cover 
200 acres. 

The first section, to cost between $6,000,000 
and $8,000,000, will be completed within the 
next two years. The rest will be begun im- 
mediately thereafter, and will be on a scale 
large enough to provide for the growing 
wants of Chicago for the next quarter cen- 
tury. N 

The main manufacturing building will be 
800 feet long, 120 feet wide, and will be a steel, 
fireproof structure, the outside walls of 
which will be of brick. The building is to be 
equipped with machinery to take from a 
storage pile 2.000 tons of coal daily and put it 
into the bin for use. It is planned to manu- 
facture about 400,000 tons of coke a year 
and consume from 500,000 to 700,000 tons of 
coal during the same period.

Tuberculosis Exhibit 
Opened on West Side: 


The Chicago Tuberculosis institute Saturday 
evening opened its exhibit at the west park No. 
2 at Fourteenth place and Jefferson street under 
the auspices of the Jewish Consumptives Relief 
Society of Chicago. The society has augmented 
the exhibit by screens showing its own special 
work, chief among which is a photograph of the 
new hospital for advanced cases now being built 
by the society. . ‘ 

Mrs. J. B. Malkes, chairfhan of the exhibit 
at west park No. 2, introduced Dr. Theodore B. 
Sachs, who, in his opening address, said Chi- 
cago is fortynate in having an organization like 
the J. C. R. S. planning a hospital for advanced 
cases. He sees hope for overcoming the dread 
disease in the improved housing conditions in 
the congested areas of the west side, in the in- 


creased intelligence of the immigrant along the 


lines of modern living, and in the good work 
done by such municipal playgrounds as west 
park No. 2. 

Dr. George B. Young, health commissioner, 
compared the furore raised when 600 persons 
were drowned in the recent floods to the calm 
resignation with which Chicago views 4,000 
deaths from tuberculosis yearly, and yet death 
by drowning is comparatively painless to the 
slow, lingering ravages, of tuberculosis. The 
thousands who are suffering as a result of the 
floods will be relieved as soon as the waters 
recede, while the slow, painful suffering of thou- 
sands of tubercular patients goes on daily. This 
suffering can be prevented if every citizen 
makes up his mind that this disease shall be 
eradicated, the commissioner said. 

‘Dr. Young hopes no school building shall be 
pullt without an open air school attached to it, 


where delicate children may receive an educa-_ 


tion without detriment to their health.

Ministers War on: Boxing Bill. 

Protest against the boxing bill pending in 
the legislature was reaffirmed yesterday at the 
Methodist ministers’ meeting. Miss Mary F. 
Balcomb, general secretary of the Young Peo- 
ple's Civie league, gave this list of objections 
to the proposed law: 

“Tt virtually permits prize fighting. It would 
result in the exhibition of prise fight films 
in the moving picture theaters. The person- 
nel of the boxing commission is too uncertain. 
In New York the boxing privileges are farmed 
out by Tammany. The athletic associations 
of the city would not back a bill providing that 
promotion profits go to the state, showing they 
are after the money, not the good of the sport. 
California, the father of xing, is passing a 
bill prohibiting it.” 

Concerted opposition to the bill 16 to be 
started by ministers of Chicago and [ilinois, 
according to plans discussed at the weekly 
meeting of the Baptist Ministers’ association.

N interesting program was presented by 
Miss Mithilda Rose in piano recital in 


humerous gathering. The influence of a 

somewhat inauspicious opening, with 
Beethoven's sonata, Opus 53, No. 1, marring 
the effect of the first few numbers, was over- 
come and the young artist toward the close of 
the program attained a distinct success. The 
faltering in the first movement of the sonata 
was due to a lapse of memory, admirably dis- 

but leading to a momentary inaccuracy 
in the heightened tempo. The succeeding adagio 
showed no such error, and the rondo’s lilting 
melody in its lighter passages brought the 
pianist into her best field. 

—— 

Thus in her second group, opening with the 
quaint gavotte of Gluck-Brahms, the graceful 
rhythm ot the melody was given with preci- 
sion and feeling. This was true to a less ex- 
tent of the Chopin waltz, Opus 34, thanks to 
the disfigured effect of some explosive and 
premeditated accents. It was the closing num- 
ber of this group, the Dohnanyi rhapsodie in 
F sharp minor, that gave best opportunity for 
Miss Rose's talents, which include a good 
sense of color, of intimate artistic feeling dis- 
played better in dynamic and rhythmic con- 
trast than by the sheer dexterity of technic. 
In this last qualification, in this appearance at 
least. Miss Rose has room for improvement. 
In the other vitally essential matter of feeling 
she is decidedly strong. The rhapsodle dem- 
onstrated this as had none of the precedinz 
numbers. It also prepared her hearers for an 
excellent performance of her Liszt numbers, 
the “Harmonies du Soir,” and the polonaise in 
E major. The former is placid, soothing, me- 
lodious, making no exhausting demand on the 
purely mechanical but a real one on the spir- 
itual powers of the artist. That she gave 
such a praiseworthy performance of this is 
perhaps the best index to her powers. Her 
polonaise was another success of the same 
order, hardly brilliant as a skilled technician 
would give it but rich tn feeling and artistic 
se f

Miss Rose was assisted by Miss Mathilde 
Heuchling, contralto, whose offerings were 
from modern composers, Miss Heuchling has 
a voice of more power than her physique 
would lead one to expect and sings with feel- 
ing and accuracy. Several of her tones, par- 
ticularly in mezzo voce, have a deal of 
warmth. Her offerings included numbers by 
Franz, Strauss, Rubinstein, Saint-Saéns, and 
others of lesser importance, among them a 
rather melodious ballad by her accompanist, 
Walter Keller. She was well received and, 
with Miss Rese, offered one encore.

Erlanger Sued by Brady. 

New York, April 14.—[Special.)—William A. 
Brady, the theatrical manager, brought suit to- 
day before Supreme Court Justice Giegerich. 
asking for. an accounting from Abraham L. 
Erlanger of.a partnership which, it is alleged, 
was formed for the purpose of leasing the Audi- 
torium theater in Chicago. 

According to the complaint Brady and Erlan- 
ger united under an agreement to get posses- 
sion of the theater and each put up $10,000.

Brady alleges that Erlanger took’ entire 
charge of the business and on Jan. 1, 1910, he 
sold out the lease to the United Booking Offices 
of America for $116,000, disposing of the whole 
business for $250,000, without making any ac- 
counting to his partner. All that he received, 
Brady says, was $30,000. ae

Learn How. to Cook. 


If you wish to economize have no extra 
rooms for company. When we were first mar- 
ried we took a five room flat at $35 a month 
and, having an extra bedroom, were always in- 
viting our friends to stay overnight. I began 
to think this was extravagance and watched 
the papers and rented my room to a young man 
who paid me $22 a month for the room and 
six dinners a week (we were not at home on 
Sundays), and I made this amount run the 
table and had nice meals, too. He stayed with 
us until the stork left a steady boarder and 
he was crowded out of his room, so I guess he 
liked the fare. 

Then learn how to cook. I learned at the 
public night schools, as, being a business, 
woman, my days were occupied. This was 
both enjoyable and instructive and solves the 
great question of the day. If housekeepers are 
not cooks much must be wasted and spoiled. 
{ watch the sales and buy groceries in quanti- 
ties, always having a well stocked pantry, Now 
is the ‘time to buy sugar cheap. When apples 
are cheap and I put up plenty of apple sauce for 
breakfast instead of using grapefruit as for- 
merly, varying with prunes, oranges, bananas. 
When I buy squash, which is too much to be 
used in two meals, I steam it all and what 1 
do not wish to use right away. It is a good 
and cheap vegetable. 

Then waste not the slightest particle of food. 
Everything can be used, Stale bread should 
be dried out on radiators, rolled into crumbs, 
and kept in a cracker box on the radiator—also 
crackers and flakes—then they are always crisp. 
The crumbs can be used for anything fried, fill- 
ing out croquettes of meat or vegetable. Use 
a thick white sauce instead of egg for rolling 
croquettes in. I use crumbs for a half dozen 
kinds of bread puddings, escalloped dishes, etc. 
I use a small oven over one gas burner and al- 
ways cook two or more articles at the same 
time, thus saving gas’ I like company and 
invite my friends to drop in to dinner any time, 
and there is always plenty, and 'I take pride in 
having a presentable table at all times. They 
come and enjoy their dinner more particularly | 
because they know I have not fussed for them. 
I use the cheaper cuts of meat and have learned 
to make these just as tempting as the more ex- | 
pensive ones. Learn to cook and waste not is 
the secret.

A Country Editor's Wife. 


My husband is a country editor with no 


stated income, therefore I must economize. We 


have found that by living out quite a distance 
from town we can live more cheaply and rent 
is much lower. I pay.$8 a month for rent, and 
I am far enough out to keep chickens and raise 
my own chickén feed and vegetables in season. 
I have my own fresh eggs the year round and 
the chickens We eat go a long way toward soly- 
ing our meat problem. We have no children, 
but are both hearty eaters. For breakfast I 
find that we do not grow tired of fried mush 
served with warm sugar, ‘syrup, eggs, bread 
and butter, with jelly or preserves, and coffee. 
I cook rice several different ways for the lunch 
or evening meal, and meat or chicken is served 
twice a day, with fruft and cake or rice pud- 
ding for desert. I can about fifty cans of cher- 
ries and 100 cans of peaches, which grow on 
my little home ground. I also put up jelly and 
preserves enough to last from one season to 
the next. I burn suck coal and find that it 
takes about $5 worth a month of this kind of 
fuel where otherwise my fuel bill would be 
much more. I buy most of our clothes on sale

Mrs. Young Pleads for the Pension Bill. 


RS. BLLA FLAGG YOUNG, superintend- 

ent of schools, has heard that a great 

deal of opposition to the board of educa- 

tion pension bill has arisen among the 

teachers because she is thought to have 
opposed it. N 

Yesterday Mrs. Young issued a statement de- 
nying her opposition and saying that it wquld be 
a great misfortune if the bill, which was drawn 
by Alfred R. Urion, did not pass the legislature. 

Further opposition has arisen because of the 
division of the membership of the pension fund's 
controlling board, It consists, according to the 
new bill, of four members of the board of edu- 
cation, four school teachers, and the superin- 
tendent of schools. Some of the teachers have 
felt that Mrs. Young would decide with members 
of the board in cases where there was equal 
division. 

-_>- 

Mrs. Young wants it known that the opinion 
ot the board would not influence her decision in 
pension matters. Her statement, in part, fol- 
lows: 

„ have been informed that many teachers 
understand my position to be that of opposition 
to the conference pension bill, which was drawn 
by Mr. Urion of the board. In my judgment, 
this bill, both in the part that consists of 
amendments to the old bill and the part which 
establishes better financial conditions, is one 
that concerns the rights of contributors and 
annuitants, and also advances the interests of 
both parties beyond that which the warmest 
friends of teachers’ pensions had hoped to secure 
in many years to come. If it should be brought 
to pass that only one part of this bill is en- 
atted we shall have done great harm to the pres- 
ent annuitants and to the contributors.”

Italian tomato paste is quite solid, so that it 
does not follow the spoon which cuts out a 
slice of it from the can. That which the 
common ‘people use is about the shade of our 
old fashioned cider apple sauce or apple but- 
ter, not at all the bright light shade of our 
canned tomatoes, 

Not only the common people use this con- 
serve, but every body else, and in the recipes 
“conservata di pomodoro” (preserve of to- 
mato) is often shortened to “¢onservata.” 
This is the thing that is almost always used 
in the stufato—a spoonful of it. The con- 
serve of tomato is sometimes prepared at 
home, as the recipes in the cook books show, 
but great quantities are put up in factories. 

The stufato is a stew or ragout, and is 
much used in Italy, for the Italians know how 
to make a small quantity of meat go as far as 
any one tn the world. They also have more 
excellent and regularly used substitutes for 
meat than any other people. All their many 
cheese combinations and all their many com-

binations of eggs wae vegetables are excellent 
meat substitutes. 

The stew is the hardest thing, generally,

James J. Jeffries, former heavyweight 
champion, celebrates the thirty-eighth an- 
niversary of his birth today. He was born 
in Carroll, O., April 15, 1875. His pugilistic 
record shows that his first professional en- 
gugement took place in 18906, when he 
knocked out Dan Long in two rounds. After 
boxing draws with Gus Ruhlin and Joe 
Choynski in 1897 he defeated Joe Goddard, 
Peter Jackson, Pete Everett, Tom Sharkey, 
and Bob Armstrong in succession during 
1808. On June 9, 1880, Jeffries won the 
heavy weight championship at Coney Island 
by knocking out Bob Fitzsimmons in eleven 
rounds. The same year he won his second 
battle wtih Tom Sharkey and the follow- 
ing year knocked out Jim Corbett in twenty- 
three rounds In 1902 he fought a return 
match with Fitzsimmons and in 1908 took 
on Corbett in a second battle. Jeffries 
again knocked out both former champions. 
After knocking out Jack Monroe in 1904 
Big Jim “ retired from the ring. Return- 
ing to the roped arena six years later, he 
met defeat at the Nands of Jack Johnson

A long term ground lease of the property 
at the southeast corner of Fifty-first stre +t 
and Indiana avenue just closed establishes 
a record price for property in that vicinity.

Federal Examiner Takes Con- 
trol of Atlantic National 
of Providence, R. I. 


DEBTS ARE OVER $2,750,000, 


Large Quantity of Paper Held for 
Loans Said to Be of Wild- 
* cat“ Variety. 


Providence, R I., April 14.—{Special.J—The 
Atlantic National bank suspended this morn- 
ing, and at the request of the directors Na- 
tional Bank Examiner Joseph Batch took 
charge of the institution 

It is rumored there is criminal liability in 
certain directions in connection with the con- 
dition of the bank ard that when the federal 
authorities complete their investigation there 
will de developments along that line. 

The Industrial Trust company and the 
Union Trust company combined this morn- 
ing and volunteered to loan to the Atlantic 
National bank depositors & per cent of their 
deposits as soon as possible after details can 
be arranged. 

The bank holds about $400,000 of doubtful 
paper, of which about $190,000 may be al- 
vaged. It is believed the depositors will 
eventually get from 90 to 9% per cent. The 

capital and surplus are gone. The total lia- 
bilities of the bank are about $2,750,000. A 
large quantity of paper held by the bank 
for loans is said to beshockingly inadequate 
and some of it is of an extremely wildcat "’ 
variety. | 

According to a statement on April 4, the 
bank had deposits of nearly $2,300,000, capital 
of $300 000, and a surplus of $120,000. The 
loans and discounts on that date totaled 
$2,575,000

Springfield, m., April 14.—[Speciel I- The 
Illinois Supreme court today did not mince 
words in denying a motion for a reconeidera- 
tion of the Allen and Pfund commis- 
sion case from Danville, in whichrearly in this 
term the Supreme court declined to issue a 
writ of mandamus to compel Judge Lawrence 
T. Allen of Vermilion county to appoint Wwil- ; 
liam H. Pfund, a Progressive, as a minority | 
member of the Danville election commission. 

Pfund based his claim on the contention 
that the party he represented was the second 
largest, so ought to be recognized by officials 
making majority and minority political ap- 
pointments. 

The motion last presented was one to the 
court to reconsider the original motion for 
leave to file a petition for the writ of man- 
damus. In denying’ the origina! motion the 
Supreme court followed its precedent of as- 
suming original jurisdiction in mandamus 
cases only in instances and cases of general 
interest, or in cases against state officials. 

In the first statement of its ruling in 
the case the ‘Supreme court inadvertently 
used the word “ public instead of the word 
„State in naming the class of officials 
affected in mandamus writs issued by it. 

In its last statement in the case the Su- 
preme court declares the cause is a con- 
troversy which concerns only the appeint- 
ment, pf one election commissioner in the my 
of Danville. 

People of the state at large have no gen- 
eral interest im that controversy,’ said the 
court. or right of representation on that 
board. Thecontroversy is entirely local. No 
election is pending, no emergency exists. The 
remedy sought can be obtained as promptiy 
through the Circuit court of Vermilion coun- 
ty as here and if the judgment of that court 
is not satisfactory the way to a review by 
this court is open to either party.
